. \ERTRACT PROM. CLERY’S JOURNAL, CDN TINUED. 
On the oth of October the journal of thie debates in 
the Convention was brought to the King; but fome 
days afterwards a Municipal Officer, named Michael, 
a perfumer, obtained an arrete prohibiting any more 
papers from being brought.into the Tower. I was call- 
ed into the Council Chamber, and interrogated by what 
authority I caufed the journals to be addrefled to me. 
Ta, fagt, without my having approved of it, there had 
been brought to me daily four journals with this printed 
" addrefs. To tbe Valet-dechambre of Louis XV 1. in the 
Tower of the Temple. -1 have-always remained: igno- 
rant, aad I am fo at this moment, of the name of the 
perfon who paid the price of thefe journals. The fame 
Michael wanted me xo point them out; he made me 
write to the edicor.of the journals to obtain an explana.

A third 
cbferved, that they ought to ftifle the two young wolves 
which«were in the Tower, meaning the Dauphin and 
The King was only affected by thefe libels in-fo far 
aa they influenced’ the people. * The French,” be 
cbferved, ** are very unfortunate in allowing themfelves 
% 4 be.thus duped.” I took ¢are, when thefe jour- 
pals refpecting his’ Majefty fell firft into my band, to 
withdraw them from his obfervation. But they were 
frequently laid down when my office called me without 
his chamber. It thus happened that mot of the arti- 
cles, framed with the defign of vilifying the Royal Fa- 
mily, whether to ftimalate to the regicide, or to pre- 
pare'the people to fubmit to ite regiftration, were pe- 
rufed. by. the King. Thofe/ only who are acquainted 
with the infulting compofitions which iffued from the 
prefs.at the time, can conceive an idea of this unparal- 
leled-kind:of revenge. -The influence of thefe fangui-’ 
faty writings alfo manifelted itfelf in the conduc of the 
greateft number of the Municipal Officers, who before 
: this period had not exhibited hearts fo unrelenting and 


” One’ day after dinner, having written out a note of 
vences in the chamber of the Council, I locked it 
up in a delk, of which they had given me the key. I 
liad farce left the place, when Marinot, a Municipal 
Officer, told his colleagues (although he was not then 
of guard) that the def muft be opened, and its con- 
ents examined, in order to afcertain whether or not I 
any correfpondence with thé enemies of the people. 
@ Tknow him well,” faid he, “ and I know that he 
4 receives letters from the King.” ' He then accufes 
his colleagues of collufion, overwhelmed them with a. 
bufe, and threatening to denounce every man of them 
as.my- accomplices to the Council of the Commune, he 
went out to carry his menaces into effect. A proces 
wuerbal was immediately prepared of: the papers which 
were contained in my defk, and it was fent to the Com. 
mune, where Marinot had already entered his accufa- 
tion. 

Another day, this Municipal Officer infifted that a 
draft board which had been brought me, and which, 
with the confent of his colleagues, 1 had contrived to 
patch up, concealed a correfpondence within it. He 
therefore broke it in pieces, and upon finding that it 
contained nothing, he.caufed the fragments to be glied 
together in in his prefence. .. 

~ On Thurfday, my wife and her friend having come 
to the Temple, according to cuftom, I was {peaking 
to them in the Council Chamber, when the Royal Fa- 
mily, who were walking, chanced to perceive us, and 
the Queen and. Madame Elizabeth flightly faluted us 
by anod. This mark of kindnefs was taken notice of 
by Marinot, and-no more was neceffary to lead him to 
caufe my wife and her friend to be arrefted, the moment 
they iad left thechamber. They were examined fe- 
parately + and firlt my wife was‘ afked, who was the 
lady that accompanied her ? She anfwered, that fhe was, 
her fifter ; but on the lady being queftioned upon the 
{ame point, fife declared that they were coufins.” This 
contradictory account produced a Jong proces verbal, be- 
fides giving rife to very ftrong fufpicions. Marinot in- | 
fifted that the lady-was one of the Queen’s pages in 
difguifé ; bur at laft, after being expofed for three hours 
to the moft irkfame and infulting interrogatories, they 
were fet at liberty. 
~ -They were even permitted to return to the Temple, 
but we redoubled our prudence and caution. I fre. 
quently: contrived, during thefe fhort intervals, to put 
into'their hands memorandums written with a pencil, 
which had efcaned the fearch of the Municipal Officers, 
and which I concealed with. the utmoft care. Thefe7 
memorandums generally related-to cestain information

defired by their Majefties ; but by good luck it bappen- 
ed that on that day I had given them’ none; if any 
letter had: been found in their poffeflion, all three of us 
muft have run the greateft danger. 

Their Majefties, who had now been fhut wp in the 
Tower for three months, had never, during that period, 
feen any body but Municipal Officers, when, on the rit 
of November, a deputation from the National Conyen- 
tion was announced. It was compofed of Drouet, the 
poftmafter of Varennes, Chabot, an ex-capuchin, Du- 
bois Crance, Duprat, and two others, whofe names I 
have forgot. ‘The Royal Family, but particularly the 
Queen, fhuddered at the fight of Drouet, who, how- 
ever, infolently feated himfelf by her fide, as, after his 
example, did Chabot. ‘The deputation afked the King 
how he was treated, and if all forts of meceffaries were 
farnifhed him. * 1 do not complain,” replied his Ma- 
jefty, ** Lonly demand ‘that the Commiffion fhould 
“ caufe to be remitted to my valet-de-chambre, or depofi- 
4¢ ted at the Council, the fum of two thoufand livres to 
“* anfwer current expences, and that they should caufe 
« us to be fupplied with linen and other wearing ap- 
« parel, of which we ftand in the greatelt need.” The 
deputation promifed. this to his Majelty, but nothiog 
was ever done. ; 

Some days after this, being a good deal indifpofed 
with a defluxion in his head, I defired that M. Dubois, 
his Majefty’s dentift, thould be immediately fent for. 
After deliberating .for'three days, this.demand was re- 
fafed ; but upon fymptoms of fever being perceived, his 
Majefty was permitted to confult with M. le Monnier, ' 
his chief phyfician. It would be difficult to paint the’ 
grief of this refpectable old man when he beheld his 
matter. The,.Queen and..her children fcarcely ever 
quitted the King daring the day, ferved him alongwith 
me, and frequently affifted in making his bed ; I paffed 
‘the night with his Majefty alone. M. le Monier vi- 
fited him twice.a. day, accompanied by a number of 
municipal officers ; he, was. firft ftrictly fearched, and 
‘was never permitted to fpeak but with a loud voice. 
One day when the King had. taken a medicine, M. le 
Monnier requefted permiffion to ftay with him for fome 
hours. As he continued ftanding, while many of the 
- municipal officers were fitting with their hats on, his 
Majefty defired him alfo to take 2 feat, which he refpect- 
fully declined. At this the Commiflioners murmured 
pretty loudly.. ‘The King’s illnefs lafted ten days. 

A few days after this, the Dauphin who flept in the 
King’s apartment, and whom the. municipal officers had 
determined againft fending to the Queen’s, was alfo 
feized with the fame complaint. ‘Her Majelty felt this 
with fo much the more keennefs, that fhe could not by 
all her moft ardent fupplications, obtain permiffion to pafs 
‘the night in attendance upon her fon, During the few 
moments that fhe was petmitted.to, be with him, the Ia- 
-vifhed upon him the moft tender and anxious affeétion. 


to Madame Royale, and to Madame Elizabeth ; and 
M. Le Monnier obtained permiffion to continue his vi- 
fits. ' ° 

At. length I fell- fick. in my turn, The apartment 
which I occunied was very damp, and-had no fire place ; 
and the fkylight intercepted the little air that was in it, 
I was attacked by a rheumatic feyer, attended by.an 
acute pain-in my fide, which obliged me to keep my 
bed. The firft day.of my illnefs, indeed, 1 got up to 
drefs the King, but his Majefty, perceiving my fituation, 
refufed to accept my fervices, and ordering me to go to 
bed, he put on the Dauphin’s clothes himéelf. 

During this firft flay, the Dauphin fcarcely ever quit- 
ted me; this auguft child even brodght me drink.’ In 
the evening the King took advantage of a moment when 
it appeared that the vigilance of the officers was relax- 
ed, to come into the apartment. He made me drink a 
glafs of fomething, and faid to me with fuch goodnefs 
as drew a fhower of tears from me, * I could with to 
attend you myfelf, but you know how much we are 
obferved. ‘Take courage ; to-morrow you thal! fee my 
phyfician.””’. At fupper time, the Royal Family came 
‘into’ my apartment, and Madame Elizabeth, with- 
out being perceived by the municipal officers, puta 
little bottle into my hand which contained fome foften- 
ing drink. This princefs, who was herfelf indifpofed 
with a cold, deprived herfelf of it to give it to me; 1° 
wifhed to decline ‘accepting it, but the infifted that"l 
fhould. After fapper, the queen undrefled the Dauphin 
and put him to bed, and Madame Elizabeth rolled up 
his Majefty’s hair. 

Next morning, M. le: Monnier ordered me to be 
bled ; but it was firlt neceffary to procure the confent 
of the Commune for a furgeon to enter the ‘lower. 
They {poke of fending me to the palace of the Temple, 
but dreading that if I were once out of it, I thould 
never be permitted to re-enter the Tower, I was refol- 
ved not to be bled; I even pretended to find myfelf 
better. In the evening, the new municipal officers 
arrived, and no more was faid about my removal. Targi 
requefted permifion to pafs the night with me, which 
was granted him along with his two comrades, who 
rendered me their fervice by turns. I continued fix 
days confined to bed, the Royal Family coming every 
day to fee me. -Madame Elizabeth frequently brought 
me drugs, which fhe had procured as if for her own 
rufe. So much goodnefs reftored me to a portion of my 
ftrength, and very foon, inftead of labouring under the 
feelings of pain and difeafe, I was only oppreffed with 
thofe of gratitude and admiration. Who would not 
have been affeéted to have beheld’ that auguft family 
fulpending in fome meafure the recolle@ion of their own 
leggthened forrows, to watch over one of their fuffering

Onc.evening, after ha- 
ving put-him to bed, d,returned in order to make way 
for her Majelty and the Princefles, who came to em- 
brace him, aod with,him, good night,ia bis-bed. Ma- 
dame Elizaheth, who had. been prevented from f{peak- 
ing to me by the,vigilance.of the, municipal. officers, a- 
vailed herfelf of this opportunity to put into his hand a 
{mall box of ipecacuanha,, which. fhe defired him to give 
to me when I returmed. The ladies then.went up to 
their apartments, the, King repaired to his reading room, 
and I went to fupper. About eleven o’clock, I return- 
ed. to the King’s chamber to prepare ‘his bed. 1 was 
alone, when the young Prince called to me. with a low 
voice. 1 was very much furprifed not to find him a- 
fleep, and fearing that fomething incommoded him, I 
enquired what was the matter ?—* O! riothing, (faid 
he)—only my aunt has entrufted me with a little box 
for you, ‘and I: @id not wilh to go to Méep without gi- 
ving it you ; I dm glad you are come, for my eyes have 
been fhut an hundred timesalready.’”* © Mine were fil- 
led with teats, on perceiving which he embraced-me, 
and in two miiutes he was falt afleep.
